Butthis 
is impossible, and to go forward now with the 
figrt will be simply to make a permanent 
breach in the democratic party of Georgia. 
For one I do not propose to join in such a 
course. I think we should gracefully yield 
to the majority. I don’t believe, after being 
whipped, in making mouths at a man I 
couldn’t whip. I see no usein placing Major 
Bacon’s name before the convention.” 

Mr. Walsh—‘“I think that Judge Harrell 
misunderstood the purpose of my motion. 
We have been sent here as delegates in- 
structed for Major Bacon. It is our duty to 
cast our votes for him. It is democratic 
usuage when one candidate has a clear ma- 
jority after a ballot has been taken for some 
member ofthe minority to move that the 
nomination be made unanimous. I am not 
here for a division of the party after, in con-

FAVORS NOMINATION BY ACCLAMATION, 

Judge Harrell—“When the counties in- 
structed their delegates to vote for Major Ba- 
con they did so in the belief he would get the 
majority of the votes. Butsinee General Gor- 
don has already more than two-thirds of the 
votes in the convention, it is folly to nominate 
Major Bacon, and I hope the motion will not 
prevail andjthat General Gordon may be nomi- 
nated by acclamation without opposition.There 
should be no balloting or division of any sort.” 

Colonel Mattox, of Chattooga—*‘What right 
have we to enticipate the action of the con- 
vention? We cannot know officially how the 
convention will vote until a ballot 
bas been taken.

The courtroom was densely packed when the 
court was called to order, and when the case 
against Mr. Mayson was called the large 
crowd pressed up close to the railing, and a 
buzzing noise pervaded. 

“Are you ready for trial, Jadge Pendleton?” 
asked Judge Anderson. 

“Yes, sir,” answered the assistant attorney. 

“And the defendant? Are you ready with 
your case, Mr. Mayson?” asked the judge. 

“Weare ready to proceed, sir,” said Ma 
Mayson, the attorzivy, ‘‘but desire to call your 
attention to this service.” 

Ashe spoke, Mr. Mayson handed Judge 
Anderson the copy of the charges with which 
his client bad been served. 

“Your bonor will notice that the paper is 
directed to the marshal of the city,” said Mr. 
Mayson.

show that the license was illegal. The ordi- 
nence is vague, and consequently not good, [ 
would now like to introduce Judge Pendleton, 
the assistant attorney for the city.” 

The judge was sworn. 

“Judge, you are assistant attorney for the 
city. I believe?”

Mayor Hillyer was introduced by Mr. May- 
son for the same purpose and with the same 
result, 

Mr. John Tyler Cooper, clerk to the county 
commission, then told how a license was issued, 
and said that Mr. Mayson had not given the 
prescribed bond, neither had any of the others. 

Judge Pendleton opened the argument. 
He declared that the liceense under 
which Mr. Mayson was carrying on the liquor 
business was invalid for four reasons: Ist. The 
county commissioners had no right to grant a 
license to sell in the ci 2d. The county 
commissioners had no authority to delegate a 
discretionary power to the clerk of the board. 
3d. Mr. Mayson had taken no oath before 
the ordinary wh+n he obtained the 
license. 4th. No bond had i been 
given as required by the acts of 1885. 

W. P. Hill 7 the argument for the de- 
fendant. Mr. Hill took the position that the 
matter had come down to cold facts and law. 
He knew the judge’s opinion outside of the 
court room; “and I hope,” said the attorney, 
“that all moral opinions will belaid aside. [t 
is a great and serious matter toroba man of 
$500. Iusethe word in a_ limited sense, 
The matter of issuing licenses had been left to 
Mr. Cooper, because that gentleman understood 
the business better than the commissioners. , 
Mr. Hill’s address was logical and pleasing. 

Mr. J. L Mayson concluded the argument 
for the defense by stating. that his constuction 
of the law did not make the defendant's |li- 
cense invalid. He asked the judge if ‘he 

Judge Anderson held that Mr. Mayson’s 
license was invalid for the same reasons given 
in the cases previously decided, and imposed a 
fine of $500 and cost.
